The Rosebud Health Foun¬ 
dation has once again come 
through for the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital after recently making a 
$18,000 donation to their Car¬ 
diac Rehabilitation program. 

This generous donation gave 
the program much needed 
equipment including a Lifepak 
12 defibrillator/ monitor, and a 
portable suction and crash cart. 

A Lifepak 12 allows staff to 
look at heart rhythms to deter¬ 
mine if a patient is suffering a 
heart attack and what part of 
the heart is being affected. The 
Lifepak 12 can also be used to 
give the heart a controlled elec¬ 
tric shock, forcing all the heart

Since 1996 when the RHF 
started, they have donated over 
$800,000 to the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital. 

“We fund different parts of 
the hospital,” said Overwater. 
“We are going to be making a 
major announcement with the 


The Cardiac Re¬ 
habilitation program is deliv¬ 
ered under the direction of spe¬ 
cialists in Internal Medicine, 
with a team approach. The pro¬ 
gram is available to patients 
having had a cardiac event 
such as a myocardial infrac¬ 
tion, coronary artery bypass 
and graft, stable angina, or

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Feed lot receives stamp of approval 


AAA Cattle 
Company receives 
approval to fully 
expand to 18,200 
cattle

After a lengthy investiga¬ 
tion the Natural Resources 
Conservation Board’s 
(NRCB) approval’s officer 
gave the green light to AAA 
Cattle Company, who will 
now be allowed to expand 
their feedlot to 18,200 head 
of cattle. 

AAA Cattle Company, a 
feedlot operation east of 
Didsbury, submitted their ap¬ 
plication for re-consideration 
on January 7, subsequent to 
an Alberta Court of Appeal 
ruling on November 8, which 
had previously quashed a 
NRCB board decision. 

According to the NRCB, 
the law and the decision of 
the Court of Appeal, the 
NRCB board directed the ap¬ 
plication back to the approv¬ 
al’s officer for re-considera- 
tion. 

According to Bill 
Kennedy, legal counsel and 
media spokesperson for the 
NRCB, the approval’s officer 
had to ensure, before grant¬ 
ing approval, that AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company’s operation was 
not putting area residents or 
the local environment at 
risk. 

“(The Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal) directed the Board to 
conduct an environmental 
review of the pre-existing fa¬ 
cilities and then understand 
the environmental effects of 
those pre-existing facilities 
in context of the entire op¬ 
eration,” Kennedy said. 

Kennedy believes that the 
process which the NRCB’s 
approval officer went 
through in order to come up 
with the verdict of approving 
the application was a very 
thorough one, and believes 
she did a good job. 

“The analysis was cer¬ 
tainly very thorough. There 
has been a lot of analysis of 
neighbouring water wells 
and this operation and the 
decision expresses comfort 
that it is built to standards 
which will be protective of 
the environment.” according 
to Kennedy. 

According to the NRCB, 
in reconsidering AAA Cattle 
Company’s application, the 
approval’s officer reviewed 
submissions from various 
parties, including Mountain 
View County, Calgary Health 
Region, Alberta Environ¬ 
ment, Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion, and the Committee for 
Lone Pine, neighbors, and 
members of the community. 

Kennedy believes that con¬ 
cerns which were raised in 
submissions from the differ¬ 
ent parties were addressed by 
the approvals officer. 

Some of the findings in the 


decision report includes: 

0 The proposed applica¬ 
tion and the review of it 
address the direction of the 
Court of Appeal’s Novem¬ 
ber 8, 2004 ruling. 

0 AAA Cattle’s proposed 
development meets the en¬ 
vironmental requirements 
set out in the Agricultural 
Operation Practices Act 
(AOPA). 

° The proposed develop¬ 
ment meets the technical 
requirements of the Act, 
including minimum dis¬ 
tance separation, require¬ 
ments relating to natural 
water and wells, proximity 
to flooded areas, run-on 
and run-off controls, catch 
basins, manure storage vol¬ 
umes, water table (aquifer) 
protection, erosion protec¬ 
tion, groundwater protec¬ 
tion, nutrient manage¬ 
ment, manure application, 
fly and dust control, safety, 
and access; and 

° The proposed develop¬ 
ment meets the land use 
provisions of Mountain 
View County’s Municipal 
Development Plan (MDP). 

“(The main thing was to) 
ensure public safety and we 
believe that was ad¬ 
dressed,” Kennedy said. 

One of the main issues of 
contention between AAA 
Cattle Company and area 
residents, including the 
Committee for Lone Pine - 
established to be the offi¬ 
cial watchdog for the con¬ 
fined feeding operation - 
was the pre-existing facil¬ 
ity, which was originally 
built. 

This time around the ap¬ 
proval’s officer did her re¬ 
search to ensure that it was 
not affecting the environ¬ 
ment. 

And, according to the 
NRCB the application pro¬ 
vides additional informa¬ 
tion which goes on to ad¬ 
dress the considerations 
relating to the pre-existing 


operation. 

“The operation has been 
inspected by Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, NRCB field in¬ 
spectors, Alberta Environ¬ 
ment, and the Calgary 
Health Authority. The in¬ 
spections have included all 
of the structures and water 
wells in their inspections. 
The existing facilities at the 
AAA confined feeding opera¬ 
tion have been found to not 
pose an environmental 
risk,” Kennedy said. “The 
operation is also subject to 
ongoing monitoring to iden¬ 
tify any emerging risk to 
groundwater.” 

Kennedy says that di¬ 
rectly affected parties have 
10 days to request a review 
of the approval’s officer’s 
decision. 

He says that the Board 
may either schedule a re¬ 
view or if it determines that 
the issues were adequately 
dealt with by the Approval 
Officer, it may decline to 
conduct a review. 

According to Murray 
Marsh, chairperson for the 
Committee for Lone Pine, he 
isn’t sure - at this point - 
what his group wants to do, 
he couldn’t confirm if they 
plan to request a review of 
the decision. 

“We haven’t had a chance 
to talk to our lawyer yet. 
We will be exploring that 
for sure though,” he said, 
Sunday evening from his 
home expressing his disap¬ 
pointment in the approval. 
“I think, however, that it 
will be a long shot that they 
will grant a review.” 

Marsh says that he was 
pleased to see some aspects 
of their concerns addressed 
- such as the ground water 
monitoring wells, which 
will force AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany to install more of in 
the near future, to protect 
the local environment and 
local residents. 


Marsh says that in the 
past E.Coli has been found in 
area wells, and it was never 
proven that it came from the 
feed lot, but the Committee 
for Lone Pine speculates that 
it could be a possibility that 
it could have originated 
there. 

Marsh has also expressed 
his concerns for the amount 
of water that an 18,200 cat¬ 
tle operation will use. In the 
past. Marsh has been quoted 
as saying that an operation 
of this magnitude will use 
the same amount of water 
daily, as that of the Town of 
Carstairs. 

Marsh says, as of right 
now, he and other residents 
are stuck with a huge con¬ 
fined feeding operation which 
he feels has really torn apart 
the community. 

“We are still stuck with 
the operation and that part 
of it is still very frustrating,” 
Marsh said. “I think that 
there have been social as¬ 
pects that this decision isn’t 
going to bode well with.” 

Marsh says that maybe if 
the NRCB would have made 
AAA Cattle Company prove 
environmental safety from 
the very beginning - which he 
feels wasn’t done - that 
maybe there would have 
been more confidence in AAA 
Cattle Company. 

Katherine McCulloch, a 
resident who lives directly 
east of the feed lot, who says 
that her water wells have 
been affected by this opera¬ 
tion was not able to be 
reached prior to deadline. 
After numerous attempts, 
including trying to reach her 
in British Columbia, all at¬ 
tempts failed. 

Simon Cobban, co-owner 
of AAA Cattle Company is 
pleased that his operation 
received a stamp of approval. 

“We are extremely relieved 
and happy that the decision 
was an approval. We are also 
excited about now being able 


to get our life back to some 
semblance of normalcy and 
allowed to run our business 
as it was intended,” Cobban 
said. 

Cobban says that he isn’t 
at all offended that addi¬ 
tional conditions have been 
included in his approval, 
saying that he feels it will 
just prove his operation is 
safely operated and not af¬ 
fecting the environment. 

“The approval officer has 
performed an extensive and 
thorough review of all the 
aspects of our feedlot. The 
additional conditions are de¬ 
signed to address the Court 
of Appeals concerns, 
namely, more monitoring 
wells and a more compre¬ 
hensive monitoring program 
for the original pens. These 
conditions will show over 
time that our feedlot is en¬ 
vironmentally safe and the 
ground water protection im¬ 
plemented in the design and 
construction is working,” 
he said. 

As far as his operation 
breaking the community up, 
Cobban says he feels differ¬ 
ent and actually appreciates 
the support he has received 
locally from so many area 
families and businesses. 

Cobban says he won’t be 
surprised if the Committee 
for Lone Pine appeals the 
approval officer’s decision, 
but feels that it has been 
proven time and time again 
that his operation is envi¬ 
ronmentally safe. 

“Any directly affected 
party has the right to re¬ 
quest a review, we will be 
waiting to see if the CLP ex¬ 
ercises this right and on 
what grounds the request is 
made. 

However, until that day 
comes Cobban says it’s nice 
to wake up and know that 
he can get back to business.

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Same sex 
marriage 

Letter to the Editor; 

I’m a small town guy, born 
and raised in Owen Sound, 
Ontario. I was initially a little 
embarrassed by this fact when 
I left at age 18 for Toronto. But 
after more than twelve years in 
the Big Smoke and a subse¬ 
quent decade in Ottawa, I’m 
now immensely proud of my 
small town outlook. I’ve be¬ 
come particularly thankful for 
my “regular ball hat wearing 
guy” perspective as I’ve worked 
in support of Canadians for 
Equal Marriage. 

The debate in Ottawa on the 
same-sex marriage issue is 
heated, to say the least. And if 
you’ve spent your entire life in 
a large urban centre, you could 
be forgiven for assuming that 
this issue was playing out with 
great drama on the streets of 
small town Canada. But I know 
firsthand about how small 
town values work and think 
it’s time we apply those values 
to this debate. 

Canada’s towns and villages 
are often spread out over large 
geographic areas in very harsh 
weather conditions, a reality 
that has historically made the 
people living in these commu¬ 
nities pull together to survive. 
Philosophical discussion most 
often give way to the practicali¬ 
ties of treating people with dig¬ 
nity and respect. 

There is no doubt that eve¬ 
ryone in the local coffee shop 
has an opinion on same-sex 
marriage. And if a pollster was 
to call and ask, I suspect many 
would say they were against it. 
But I think that most of us - in 
our hearts - are not really both¬ 
ered that much. There are 
other, more practical issues to 
deal with at the local level. 

It’s only when we look to the 
real people that we know - our 
families, friends and neighbors 
- and see someone who needs 
our support that we come to 
their aid. This is the priority 
in small town life. 

That is why we see people 
from diverse ethnic, cultural 
and religious groups living 
peacefully and with dignity in 
Canadian towns. And, despite 
some of the “redneck” stere¬ 
otypes applied to small town 
Canadians, we don’t run some¬ 
one who is gay or lesbian out 
of town on a rail. We don’t ban 
them for our stores. We don’t 
exclude them from the commu¬ 
nity centre, restaurants or any 
other place or activity in our 
community.

Those of us who have spent 
a lot of time in the small town 
coffee shop need to tell our 
Member of Parliament that de¬ 
laying, stonewalling or voting 
against equal marriage is not 
a very small town thing to do. 
Just vote yes and we’ll move on.

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Soaring high with Ducks

This wilderness man says 
he has found a perfect fit 
with Ducks Unlimited (DU), 
and after presenting him 
with an award for his dedi¬ 
cation and support it seems 
DU would strongly agree. 

Bill Windsor has been 
chairperson of the 
Carstairs / Didsbury DU 
Chapter for the past two, of 
the four years the chapter 
has existed. Windsor went 
for the position after he re¬ 
tired and he had the time to 
dedicate to it. 

“Basically I got it because 
I had the time to do it,” said 
Windsor. 

To plan the annual DU 
Banquet, the committee 
starts planning four months 
in advance, and Windsor 
says he puts in about 12 
hours a week throughout 
those months for this past 
event (April 16th), which 
was the most successful ban¬ 
quet the chapter has hosted 
so far, raising between 
$19,000 and $20,000 for DU. 

“In previous years we did 
not do as great, but it was 
not significantly less,” said 
Windsor. “I was actually 
surprised, our community is 
very agriculture based and 
with the challenges with 
farming right now, I did not 
think the support would be 
so strong.” 

The event was held in 
Carstairs again this year, 
because the size of banquet 
has grown to be too big for 
Didsbury. The first year the 
chapter held a banquet, it 
was in Didsbury and 162 
people attended. 

“There is not enough 
space to handle our kind of 
banquet in Didsbury, and 
now we have even reached 
the maximum in Carstairs,” 
said Windsor. 

Prior to the dinner, Wind¬ 
sor was presented with a 
plaque by DU for all his 
hard work with them, and 
his loyal support. 

“I was not expecting it at 
all,” said Windsor. “I hate 


to be recognized individu¬ 
ally when I could not do it 
without the rest of the com¬ 
mittee. They put a lot of 
time into making this ban¬ 
quet work.” 

Windsor went on to say 
that he was very thankful to 
their secretary Marilyn 
Lauren, his vice-chair 
Robert Wigg, and the rest of 
the committee. 

This year 240 people at¬ 
tended the banquet. 

“Some people come solely 
for the meal and that is 
great, we are thrilled to 
have them there,” said 


Windsor. “It is a fundraiser, 
but we don’t want people 
going out of their means.” 

A big difference you will 
notice if you compared this 
banquet with another DU 
banquet is more door prizes, 
more raffle prizes, more pick 
of the litter prices, and eve¬ 
ryone leaves with some¬ 
thing. 

DU’s focus is water qual¬ 
ity, which affects everyone, 
everywhere. 

“Our wetlands act as fil¬ 
ters for our water system,” 
said Windsor. “Without 
these wetlands our streams 


and creeks would not be 
clean.” 

DU is worldwide, but not 
so strong in the third world 
countries. 

“It is incredible the 
number of hours volunteers 
give to DU every year,” said 
Windsor. “There are 57 
chapters in Alberta alone. In 
eastern Canada they are far 
more compressed, like there 
is a DU every 10 miles near 
Oshoah.” 

DU is critical to bird life 
in North America. Windsor 
says you can see more geese 
in the area than ever before. 


“My love of wildlife and 
nature has been a cultured 
attitude that I got from my 
father,” said Windsor. “I 
couldn’t wait for dad to get 
home from work so we 
could go hunting or fishing, 
or do something out in the 
wild, depending on the sea¬ 
son. There is nothing like 
seeing a flock of geese fly 
above or the first robin of 
the spring. I am doing this 
for my grandchildren’s 
legacy, not for me, or it 
won’t be there for them. And 
not just for my grandchil¬ 
dren, but for everyone’s.”

Didsbury Municipal Library 
One Of Alberta's Oldest 

(From the Minute Book 1967) 
The public library at Didsbury is one 
of the oldest libraries in Alberta. One 
of his visits to town. Mr. E.T. Wilt 
shire. Supervisor of Public Libraries 
for the Province, expressed great in¬ 
terest in the old minute book. It tells 
of a meeting on January 25th. 1908. of 
"The Didsbury Free Library Board.” 
The members were Mr. J. E. A. 
Maclcod Chairman. M rs. H.E. 
Osmond. Secretary, and Messrs. 
Scxsmith and Atkins. These gentle¬ 
men made arrangements for the li¬ 
brary to be housed in a vacant class 
room at the school, and had shelves 
and reading desks installed. 

In those early days the Library sub¬ 
scribed to newspapers such as ‘The 
Halifax Chronicle". "The Colonist", 
and “The Canadian Courier". In 1909 
there is a motion on the books that 
the reading room be kept open every 
evening. 

Finances came from grants from 
the Town Council and the Provincial 
Government, and on one occasion a 
concert was held in order to raise 
funds. Mrs. Long was paid $5.00 for 
three months service as librarian. The 
Annual Report for 1910 shows that the 
receipts for the year were $257.71. The 
disbursements amounted to $145.40 for 
books, salaries, etc. The number 
of books loaned was 1.500. 

In the early 1940's the library 
moved from the school to a room above 
Miller’s Groceteria: and in 1946 to 
the Town Office. About this time. 
Mrs. Harvey Bowman reorganized the 
books, and continued her excellent 
service to the library until moving to 
Calgary in 1952. In 1947 it was reported 
that 60 to 70 residents were making 
use of the library. 

In 1964 the Town Office was 
moved, and the building has since then 
been used solely by the library. The 
walls and ceiling were redecorated, 
additional furnishings purchased, and 
more shelves installed. That same year 
we became a ‘Municipal’ library. The 
larger grants coupled with the addi¬ 
tional space have made it possible to 
give better service and to provide more 
attractive browsing. 

For the year ending 1966 the 
number of registered borrowers was 
268. the number of volumes on the 
shelves 2.869. and the book circula¬ 
tion was 5.441. 

The 1967 board members were Dr. 
Ian Miller. Chairman. Mrs. Lynch - 
Staunton. Secretary Treasurer. Mrs. 
J.W. Wordie. Mrs. Grace Stevens. 
Mrs. Wilfred Miller Sr., and one 
member re presenting the Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

In April 1974 the Didsbury Library 
moved to the former Royal Bank build¬ 
ing on the mam street of Didsbury. 
The renovated premises feature a mod¬ 
ern decor and hundreds of new books 
for the book worm. The official 


opening of the new library will be held on 
June 8th at 11:00 a.m. with Lieutenant 
Governor. Dr. Grant MacEwan being in 
attendance to officially cut the ribbon.

Didsbury 

The town of Didsbury received a new 
library building courtesy The Royal Bank 
of Canada. 

Didsbury Council recently formally 
accepted a two-storey structure that housed 
The Royal Bank for 63 years. and 
which became surplus when the Bank 
moved into their new offices in September 
of 1972. Valued at $10,000 the building 
will eventually provide an expanded Ii 
brary. exhibition hall, art centre and youth 
recreation facility for the central Alberta 
community. 

H. E. McClcnaghan. District 
General Manager for the Royal Bank, said 
the building was donated to Didsbury in 


recognition of the town’s interest in youth 
and cultural programs. 

The new library is expected to be offi¬ 
cially opened late in 1973.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Rain changes everything 


Dear family and 
friends. 

The rains have started! It 
amazes me how dramatically 
and drastically things 
change when the rains start. 
Monday night when it was 
time for bed, I took a cold 
shower, dried off enough to 
not be dripping and then, 
with wet clothes and body, 
went to bed and slept under 
the fan. I hoped 1 could get 
to sleep before I dried off 
and got hot again. Tuesday 
afternoon we had our first 
rain, and it poured and then 
rained off and on for several 
hours. That night when I 
went to bed I got out a blan¬ 
ket. During the day it still 
may be quite warm but now, 
at least at night it cools off 
enough to sleep and maybe 
even want a blanket. Within 
a few days, where there pre¬ 
viously was just dirt, we 
now have pink flowers. The 
ground is beginning to turn 
green with new grass push¬ 
ing through the dirt and 
leaves. 

Wednesday, the NHS (Na¬ 
tional Honor Society) stu¬ 
dents led the middle school/ 
high school chapel. 

They planned the service 
and had practiced the skits 
a couple times. As staff spon¬ 
sor for NHS I was a bit con¬ 
cerned. We had not run 
through the rest of the serv¬ 
ice even once and had only 
practiced the songs that 
morning before the chapel. 
Two girls were doing an an- 
tiphonal reading and had 
never read it out loud. The 
service was bathed in a lot 
of prayer by all of us, some 
of it a bit panicked on my 
part. The service went very 
well. It was an amazing an¬ 
swer to prayer because it 
went smoothly and the mes¬ 
sage of the importance of 
prayer was well received. We 
also took the opportunity to 
thank the Moms in Touch 
prayer group that meets 
every week to pray for the 
school. 

Thursday night we again 
had thieves on the com¬ 
pound. Fortunately they did 
not come to any of the 
houses. We are currently in 
the midst of having the bas¬ 
ketball courts repaved. The 
construction company that 
is doing the work has sev¬ 


eral large vehicles that they 
have been using and leaving 
on the compound overnight. 
Thursday night thieves stole 
parts off of one of the vehi¬ 
cles. The parts are worth 
about 100,000.00 naira or 
about $725.00 US. 

We had a self-defense 
seminar for women on Sat¬ 
urday. In two hours we 
learned a variety of tech¬ 
niques for protecting our¬ 
selves. We spent the first 
half hour or so learning 
ways to avoid getting into 
situations where we may 
need to protect ourselves. 
The next hour and a half we 
spent practicing defensive 
moves should someone try 
to attack us. At one point 
the gal I was partnered with 
and I were having a hit of a 
difficult time doing one of 
the techniques so Francis, 
the teacher, came to show us 
how it was down. I was the 


“attacker” and even though 
he was gentle when he did 
the move, I was almost 
thrown onto the ground. I 
am feeling a little sore to¬ 
day. 

The sermon this morning 
was about true and false re¬ 
pentance. The preacher told 
a story that gives insight 
into Nigerians as well as 
being a good illustration of 
his point. A woman that 
worked for him had cut a 
stack of firewood but then 
left it by his house for the 
night. The next morning 
when she arrived the fire¬ 
wood was gone. Knowing 
that a stack of firewood was 
not likely to have gone too 
far she checked the 
neighbors. She found the 
wood stacked next to a 
house in the next compound, 
the police housing com¬ 
pound. “Sorry, sorry,” they 
said. She was able to re¬ 
trieve her wood and took it 
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TO BE MOVED

to her farm where the fol¬ 
lowing night it was stolen 
again. Again she found it on 
the police housing com¬ 
pound, but at a different 
house. Again, “Sorry, 
Sorry.” By this time she was 
frustrated and out of pa¬ 
tience. She threatened to 
tell the police commandant. 
They made her feel like she 
was the bad, mean person 
because if she told the com¬ 
mandant their husbands 
could lose their job. They 
were not sorry for what they 
had done but were sorry 
they had been caught and 
certainly didn’t want to suf¬ 
fer any consequences for 
their sins. 

He also said that true re¬ 
pentance was giving back to 
God what is his. He created 


us and gave us life. When we 
have true repentance we give 
our lives back to God to 
whom they always belonged 
anyway.

June 24 by 
the ALCB members revealed that 
patrons were highly enthusiastic 
about the dancing facilities and 
unanimous in their praise of the new 
guidelines.

Memorial Arena 
atroyed by Fire 


The most popular recrea 
tional facility in Didsbury. the 
Memorial Arena, met with dis 
aster Sunday as it burnt to the 
ground in an early morning fire. 
Local firemen were called to the 
scene shortly after 5:00 a.m. but 
flames had already broken 
through the roof of the waiting 
room on the east end of the 
arena and within minutes had 
spread to the roof rafters over 
the ice surface. 

Aided by a 20 mile an hour 
breeze from the north, the 
flames soon engulfed the entire 
structure and by 6:30 a.m. the 
roof and walls collapsed on the 
ice surface. When flames spread 
into the arena rafters, the 
Didsbury Volunteer Fire Bri¬ 
gade. aided by men and equip 
ment from Carstairs. began to 
spray water on adjacent build 
ings and managed to save the 
curling rink, artificial ice plant, 
and the horse barns all located 
south of the arena. Local citi¬ 
zens broke down the back door 
of the flooded room and man 
aged to back out the tractor and 
Zamboni ice flooder moments 
before flames reached the stor¬ 
age area. 

The building was insured for 
approximately $250,000 as well 
as approximately $2,000 insur 
ance on the caretaker's equip 
ment. The Didsbury Kinsmen 
Club's concession equipment, 
valued at approximately $3,000 
and the Rambler Hockey Asso 
ciation hockey equipment for 
all teams from age 7 to the Sen 
ior Club, valued at approxi¬ 
mately $10,000 was also de 
stroyed in the blaze. No insur¬ 
ance was carried on the conces¬ 
sion equipment or the hockey 
equipment. 

The Didsbury Town Council 
is already moving towards build 
ing another arena as soon as pos- 


February, 1909. At the Bow Island 
field 80 miles east of Lethbridge “Old 
Glory” blows in. 

That moment marked the beginning 
of natural gas service to Albertans. 

Kugene Coste had started the well 
the year before but in mid-winter, at 
about the 1,700-foot level, he ordered 
the well to be abandoned. The driller, 
W. R. Martin, however, believed that 
they were close to gas and ignored the 
order. A few days later, at the 1,909- 
foot level, the well blew ip..'Later it was 
completed at the 1,916-foot level and 
tested at 8,500,000 cubic feet a day. 

With the ^rell a success Eugene Coste 
went ahead, developed the Bow Island 
field, amd .founded Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Company Limited. In 1912 
a pipeline was built to Lethbridge and 
Calgary and the company began serving 
Albertans with natural gas. Since 1930 
the Bow Island field has been used as a 
storage field to meet heavy winter de¬ 
mands. At Canadian Western we now 
serve more-than 160,000 customers in 
lOO communities, but we remember 
“Old Glvry”. . . . because that’s where 
it all began.

QUESTION: Everyone talks about how rebellious teens 
are today. I don't believe my parents went through this 
kind of anxiety when my sisters and I were young. We were 
all relatively happy and none of us rebelled. Am I right in 
assuming that a good family life was easier to achieve in 
those days? 

DR. DOBSON: I 'm sure your memory is generally cor¬ 
rect despite the exceptions we can all recall. The majority 
of parents in the past spent less energy worrying about 
their children. They had other things on their minds. 

I remember talking to my dad about this subject a few 
years before his death. Our children were young at the 
time and I, like you, was feeling the heavy responsibility of 
raising them properly. I turned to my father and asked, 
"Do you remember worrying about me when I was a kid? 
Did you think about all the things that could go wrong as 
I came through the adolescent years? How did you feel 
about these pressures associated with being a father?" 

Dad was rather embarrassed by my question. He smiled 
sheepishly and said, "Honestly, Bo," (his pet name for me) 
"I never really gave that a thought." 

How do we explain his lack of concern? Was it because 
he didn't love me or because he was an uninvolved parent? 
No. He was a wonderful father throughout my childhood. 
Instead, his answer reflected the time in which I grew up. 
People worried about the Depression that was just ending, 
the war with Germany and Japan, and later the Cold War 
with Russia. They did not invest much effort in hand- 
wringing over their children ... at least not until some kind 
of problem developed. Trouble was not anticipated. 

And why not? Because there were fewer land mines for 
kids in that era. I attended high school during the "Happy 
Days" of the 1950s, and I never saw or even heard of any¬ 
one taking an illegal drug. It happened, I suppose, but it 
was certainly no threat to me. Some students liked to get 
drunk, but alcohol was not a big deal in my social environ¬ 
ment. Others played around with sex, but the girls who 
did were considered "loose" and were not respected. Virgin¬ 
ity was still in style for males and females. Occasionally a 
girl came up pregnant, but she was packed off in a hurry 
and I never knew where she went. As for homosexuals and 
lesbians, a few students were open about their lifestyle, 
but I didn’t know them personally. There were certainly no 
posters on our bulletin boards advertising Gay Pride Month 
or Condom Week. Most of my friends respected their par¬ 
ents, went to church on Sunday, studied hard enough to 
get by and lived a fairly clean life. There were exceptions, 
of course, but this was the norm. 

Today's kids, by contrast, are walking through the Val¬ 
ley of the Shadow! Drugs, sex, alcohol, rebellion and alter¬ 
native lifestyles are everywhere. Those dangers have never 
been so evident as they are now, and the worst may be yet 
to come. 

QUESTION: When do children begin to develop a sexual 
nature? Does this occur suddenly during puberty? 

DR. DOBSON: No, it occurs long before puberty. Per¬ 
haps the most important concept suggested by Freud was 
his observation that children are not asexual. He stated 
that sexual gratification begins in the cradle and is first 
associated with feeding. Behavior during childhood is in¬ 
fluenced considerably by sexual curiosity and interest, al¬ 
though the happy hormones do not take full charge until 
early adolescence. Thus, it is not uncommon for a 4-year- 
old to be interested in nudity and the sexual apparatus of 
the opposite sex. 

The elementary school years are an important time in 
the forming of sexual attitudes. Parents should be careful 
not to express shock and disgust over this kind of curios¬ 
ity, even though they have to disapprove of exploratory 
behavior. It is believed that many sexual problems begin as 
a result of inappropriate training during early childhood.

A tradition first started in 
Sundre has become a source 
of money that Didsbury High 
School (DHS) students rely 
on every year, and once again 
they need your support from 
May 4th to 12th. 

May Monarch, originally 
called May Queen, started at 
Sundre High in the 1960s. 
Didsbury’s Mardy 

Overguard was a student 
there at the time. Overguard 
then went to DHS as a stu¬ 
dent union advisor, and 
found their student council 
in a financial bind, so he 
shared the idea with them. 

May Queen was originally 
run by a girl, with a guy for 
a manager. Presently each 
grade is represented bv a

male and female. 'Phis years 
reps will be chosen this 
week. 

“1 thought this was a 
good way to help them raise 
money,” said Overguard. “1 
really liked the idea of the 
kids going and working in¬ 
stead of selling stuff. Also 
there are a lot of older peo¬ 
ple who need help with their 
yard work or whatever.” 

For each job a contract is 
filled out with a place for the 
employer to state comments, 
and in all Overguard’s time 
running the program he 
only ever saw two negative 
ones. 

The very first May Queen 
was at the DHS in 1981. 

“The amount of money 
they raise has really 
dropped,” said Overguard. “I 


think it is because of the 
weather, it is not always 
nice. The students then need 
to look for stuff to do in¬ 
side.” 

Overguard is very im¬ 
pressed how the entire 
Sundre community gets be¬ 
hind their students, and they 
usually raise over $40,000 in 
the one week. 

“They get a lot of big jobs 
there,” said Overguard. “It 
is a huge tradition there and 
they have a larger area to 
work with.” 

All the money raised goes 
towards the student council 
for things like athletics, year 
book, dances, and trips if 
they have enough. 

“We really want to push 
this because it can get the 
students involved in the com¬ 


munity in a positive way,” 
said Overguard. “If taken se¬ 
riously it really brings a 
class together and raises the 
sch(K)l spirit. It also benefits both 


the community and the students 
so it is a win-win for everyone.”
